Growing up in Switzerland, chef/owner Daniel Humm of Eleven Madison Park 
and The NoMad developed an early love of seasonal produce and cooking. 
Here, the celebrated chef shares his food philosophy. 


What are your first flavor memories? 

In Switzerland, we always went to the markets 
near our home for local fruits, vegetables, 
cheeses, and meats. It was part of our routine, 
something I now recognize I was very 
fortunate to have in my life. We always ate 



well at home, but very simply, and my mother 
got me involved in the kitchen at a very 
young age to instill in me the importance of 
caring for your food. 

Talk about one dish in particular. 

My mother used to take warm milk and pour 
honey into it as a treat for me when I was 
young. Those memories inspired our Milk and 
Honey dish at NoMad. Food memories live 
with you for a lifetime, and it’s incredible how 
you can connect with guests when you are 
able to bridge those memories with others. 

Is there a go-to recipe that always 
works for you? 

One of my favorite dishes is a simple roasted 
chicken. It’s a dish that lends itself well 
to the seasons and can be paired with so 
many different vegetables and sides. 

Do you think food that looks beautiful 
tastes better? What is your philosophy 
regarding plating? 

I think food should look beautiful, but its 
beauty should not come at the expense of 
how delicious it may taste. A dish must first 


and foremost be delicious. When plating 
I prefer simplicity, that showcases the 
ingredients on the plate, focuses the eye, 
and perhaps leaves a little intrigue. If you 
can achieve deliciousness, you can work 
toward creating something beautiful. 

Any tips for the home cook? 

Keep cooking, choose the ingredients you 
can find from the place in which you live, and 
focus on the flavors, not the technique or the 
complexity. Stripping away all the extras make 
a delicious dish is what’s most important. 

One food you won’t eat? 

I haven’t found it yet.
